Tt has been one of Canada’s giuitan misfortunes that periodically 
throughout its history campaigns have been inaugurated having for their 
object the division of the people into rival camps divided by lines Of racial 
and creed difference.

One of the outstanding 
cases which is still fresh in the public mind was the Reciprocity election of 
1911 when, in the last two weeks of the campaign, Ontario was swept by one 
of these insidious cries, and téns of thousands of voters were stampeded 
from support of their economic-convictions in favor of freer trade and wider 
markets. 

Throughout his Jong. career, both in private and public life, Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier pleaded and strove for unity and concord among. atl classes of the 
Canadian people. Hon. Mackenzie King is worthily upholding the same 
cause, and it is gratifying to note that lion. R. B. Bennett, as leader of ‘the

USE CASH FROM. 
GRAIN OVERAGES 
“FOR RESEARCH 


Ottawa.—The Federal Government 
has decided to devote the entire 
amount of Money resulting from the 
overages in Canadian terminal eleva- 
tors tawatd research in eonnection 
with grain problems, . In making 
this announcement, Hon. James Mal-! 
colm, minister of trade and com- 
merce, ‘stated that the decision had 
been made in view of the ever in- 
creasing ‘number of problems respect- 
ing the production and marketing of. 
Canadian grain. 

The expenditure of monies resillt- 
ing from overages will be under-the 
direction ‘of the National Research 
Council and the order-in-council rela- 
tive to the disposal of such monies 
along these lines has’ been ' passed. 
Expenditures will be utilized’ not 
only to subsidize arid extend the var- 
fous researches now under way in 
universities and research laborator- 
ies,-now conducting. such work, but 
will make possible research on many 
pressing problems for, which money 
heretofore has not been available. 

In the opinion of the government, 
monies accruing from the grain 
trades should, as far as possible, go 
toward. the solving of the problems 
of that trade. Among the most uu- 
portant problems in connection with 
which research has been -going on 
for some time past {g that of combat- 
ting rust. The amount of money 
from overages in Canadian terminal 
elevators at the disposal of the gov- 
ernment for the: purposes. mentioned 
is $219,000. 


Hon. Frank Oliver, Dominion rail- 
way commissioner, appointed . to the 
board in 1923, is slated to retire this 
fall, it. is reported, because he has 
reached the age limit of 75, even 
though he will have served only one- 
half of his ten-year’ period.

— Huge pur- 
cHases of wheat on the Baltic Hx- 
change: by Soviet Russia are report- 
ed in London, tradérs here express- 
ing. the opinion that the movement 
.| indicates a severe scarcity of food in 
Russia, 


The quantity in Liverpoal for spot 
cash amounts to between 150,000 to 
200,000 tons, and Baltic London 
brokers expect Russia to buy almost 
as large a quantity again. 

The prices agreed to without nego- 
tiations thus far have been uniform- 
ily as much as 90 cents per quarter 
above the market rate, which is felt 
to indicate a tremendous immediate 
demand for grain. 

London brokers say tuey have re- 
ports of long bread queues and a 
| painful shortage of food, in Russia 
| which, before the war, was one of 
the world’s largest exporters >of} 
grain. 

Russia has not bought such sup- 
plies of wheat since the winter of 
1919-1920.

MEETS. DEATH IN 


FALL FROM PLANE 


London.—Captain Alfred Loewen- 
stein, Belgian multi-millionaire’ capi- 
talist, one of the world’s richest: and 


at the same time a romantic figure 


in finance, went to his death when, 
as it appears, he inadvertently step- 


ped overboard from his private aero- 
plane when it was flying over the 
English -Channel, and fell oe the 


sea. 


The Britfvh Air Ministry announc- 
ed that. the pale Croesus had been. 


drowned, 


. Loewenstein, aétoring to. the Air 
set out from 


Ministry statement,. 
London ‘late Tuesday night for Brus- 


selg in his palatial machine, one of 


the most luxurious ever built. At 
the time of the strange mishep, he 
is, believed to have been moving from 
one compartment to another and in 
doing so opened the wrong door; 
stepping ules: he Riangew. into 
space, 

Another passenger on the *plane. 
followed Loewenstein after ‘he had 
shifted from his position to speak ‘to 
him. This passenger, whose name 
was not learned, found ‘the door in 
the fuselage of the machine open and 
the financier missing. 

He immediately... notified the pilot 
and the ’plane landed on the Dunkirk 
Sands in. France. Later the ’plane 
proceeded ‘to\the aerodrome at Stin- 
galvert, near Dunkirk. 

Captain Loewenstein, who visited 
Canada and the United States in 
April, perhaps was best known for 
his $50,000,000 loan offer to the Bel- 
gium Government in order that the 
Belgian franc might be stabilized. 

Loewenstein, whose offer was_re- 
fused, shot’ like a meteor across the 
horizon’ of European finance a: few 
years after the World War. Leav- 
ing . Brussels for London, he built a 
modest fortune into one of the larg-

ent success until 1926,
